Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
struck back today at politicians 
who plan to support their own 
slate of candidates for the char- 
ter board of freeholders in the 
May 8 special election, in op- 
position to the 13 freeholder 
candidates recommended by the 
St. Louis Citizens Charter Com- 
mittee, 

“The issue is clearly drawn 
now that Mr. Dwyer (‘chairman 
of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee) has said that the politi- 
cal organizations are going ‘to 
support their own slate of can- 
didates,” the Mayor declared. 

He referred to a statement 
yesterday by City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer that his own 
Fourth Ward Democratic organi- 
zation would work for the elec- 
tion of its own group of free- 
holder candidates, 
expected most other Democratic 
ward leaders to do the same 
thing. 

‘Authority From People.’ 


“It has always been my con- 
tention that all elective offi- 
cers derive their power and au- 
thority from the people,” Tuck- 
er said. “However, the political 
organizations apparently believe 
they should have control over 
the writing of a new charter 
through their hand-picked rep- 
resentatives. 

“It is up tg the citizens of 
St. Louis to decide whether 
they would préfer a group of 
citizen-freeholders without any 
preconceived ideas on what the 


city’s new charter should com! $55 000

lem.” 
The Mayor, who has an- 


nounced he would support the 
citizen committee's recommend- 
ed group of freeholder candi- 
dates, said Dwyer’s statement is 
reminiscent of statements made 
in the Board of Aldermen last 
January, when the aldermen 
first killed and then reluctantly 
passed a bill calling for the 
election of freeholders to study 
modernization of the 42-year- 
old St. Louis charter.

today passed proposals for con- 
stitutional amendments requir- 
ing the investment of idle state 
funds in short-term government 
securities or in interest-bearing 
time deposits in state banks. 
Because of the close similari- 
ty of the two measures, it was 
not considered likely there 
would be much difficulty ;com- 
posing the differences. How- 
ever, if each house stands on 


its own version, a joint confer- 


ence committee would have to 
reach a compromise. 
In the Senate, the vote was

posal by Senator Clayton W. Al- 
len (Rep.), Rock Port, was de- 
feated, 16 to 13, at the end of 
one and one-half hours of de- 
bate. The House passed its 
resolution without discussion, 
109 to 2. 

Senator Allen had objected 
to the resolution that was sub- 
sequently passed, asserting it 
was absolutely wrong to at- 
tempt to legislate 
stitution.

That bill, originally intro- 
duced by Senator Floyd R. Gib- 
son (Dem.), Independence, ma- 
jority floor leader, had been 
worked over in considerable 
detail on the Senate floor ear- 
lier this week. A limit of 50 
per cent on the amount of funds 
that could be invested had been 
removed, and authorization to 
invest in Government securities 
as well as time deposits had 
been added. 

Election Year Cited. 


Speaking of the amended 
bill, Senator Gibson said he 
thought the matter of investing 
state funds should not have 
been considered in this election 
year. 

“There is no doubt the state 
should receive interest on its 
funds but I think the state is 
making a mistake in going into 
the speculative bond market,” 
he said. “Time will tell if we 
are making a mistake. However, 
since this is the only resolution 
available, I think it should be 
passed on to the House for its 
consideration.” 

Gibson, who is president of 
the Manufacturers and Mechan- 
ics Bank in Kansas City, an au- 
thorized depository of $750,000 
in state funds, voted for Allen's 
unsuccessful resolution.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—A 12- 


nation conference, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union and 
the United States, reached 


unanimous agreement last night 
on a cnarter establishing an in- 
ternational atoms-for-peace 
agency which would function 
under the sponsorship of the 
United Nations. 

The charter will be presented 
to an 84-nation conference at 
U.N. headquarters in New York 
in September, it was announced 
in a communique released by 
the State Department 

The action appears to assure 
creation of a project initiated 
by President Eisenhower in De- 
cember 1953. He called for an 
international atoms - for - peace 
pool which would spread the 
benefits of peaceful atomic pow- 
er over the world 

President Gratified. 


James Wadsworth, who rep- 
resented the United States in 
the 12-nation negotiations, said 
that the President was “very 
much gratified’ over what 
Wadsworth called “so substan- 
tial’ a step toward achievement 
of the President's proposal. 

Wadsworth said the agree- 
ment “will .be a tremendous 
stimulus, we believe, to peace- 
ful use of the atom.” 

Asked for his opinion on 
why Russia finally decided ‘to 
go along with the plan, Wads- 
worth replied: 

“I believe the Soviet Union 
came to the conferences in a 
spirit of co-operation to get 
this thing done.” 

In essehce the organization is 


designed to pool contributed | 
atomic materials from the 
United States,. Russia, Britain, 


France and Canada primarily, 
and make them available to ap- 
plicant countries which lack the 
knowledge and resources for 
producing their own atomic 
fuels. 

In the consuming 
the fuels will be “burned” in 
atomic furnaces to produce 
electric power and thereby im- 
prove the industrial level and 
living standards. 

Refused to Co-operate. 


Russia for more than a year 
and a half refused to co-oper- 
ate and the Western powers | 
went ahead on their own. At 
the Geneva summit conference 
last July Premier Bulganin told 
Mr. Eisenhower that Russia 
would contribute fissionable 
material if an agency was set 
up. Subsequently Moscow 
agreed to take part in the con- 
ference here which began Feb. 
27. Its representative was Am- 
bassador Georgi N. Zarubin. 

Early in the sessions Zarubin 
conceded two points. He 
dropped demand to include Red 
He also yielded on a 
Soviet proposal that the new 
agency be subject to the big 
power veto in the U.N. Se- 
curity Council. 

The Russians are reported to 
have stated reservations on sev- 
eral points of the charter. But 
they joined in making adoption 
of the charter by the 12-coun- 
try group unanimous. 

Not all the objections came 
from Russia, however. India 
and some other non-atomic 
powers are reported to have 
complained that some _ early 
drafts would have given them 
little say in the agency. 

Third Soviet Action. 


This was the third Soviet 
action this week seemingly 
calculated to promote the idea 
that Russia is now co-operating | 
in constructive developments. | 

Others were an offer of co- 
operation in U.N. efforts to 
make peace between Israel and 
the Arab states and the an- 
nounced dissolution of the in- 
ternational Communist informa- 
tion agency, the Cominform. 

The atomic agency charter 
adopted will be made public in 
a few days, after it is officially 
reported by the delegates here 
to their home governments. 
Meanwhile, it was learned that 
it provides for this basic ma- 
chinery: 

1. A board of governors 
composed of 23 nations. This 
represents an expansion over 
a 16-national board tentative- 
ly provided in earlier drafts. 
India and same smaller na- 
tions are understood to have 
insisted on maximum repre- 
sentation for countries with- 
out atomic resources. 

2. A director general to be 
selected by the board of gov- 
ernors. 

3. A staff of scientific ex- 
perts and other necessary | 
personnel serving under the 
“director general. One sec- 
tion of the staff would have 
the task of constantly in- 
specting atomic energy 
erations and keeping close 
check on the supplies of 
atomic material available to

US, PLEDGES 


AS BAGHDAD PACT 
MELTING ENDS 


‘Moral, . Material’ Aid 
Promised — Ameri- 
cans Still Not Formal 
Members of Alliance. 


TEHRAN, April 19 (AP)—The 
four-day meeting of the Bagh- 
dad pact nations ended 
with a promise from the United 
States of “moral and material 


today 


support.” 
The promise was given by 
Deputy Under Secretary of 


State Loy Henderson. He is the 
chief United States observer at 
the meeting of pact members 
Iran, Iraq, Turkey, Pakistan and 
Britain. 


The United States has held 
back from full formal member- 
ship in the alliance, which was 
set up as a bulwark against the 
threat of Red aggression in the 
Middle East. Egypt has led a 
bloc of Arab nations which has 
objected to the pact and in par- 
ticular to adherence of Iraq, 
the only Arab nation among the 
five members 

In a prepared statement, 
Henderson said the alliance 
“can represent organized power 
strong enough to defend the 
freedoms of the peoples of this 
any outside forces 
having imperialistic or aggres- 
sive aims. 

“The mutual efforts of the 
pact countries are making a 
great contribution to the pres- 
ervation of freedom and se- 
curity for the entire family of 
free nations in the world.” 

He added that he and his ob- 
server delegation had “assured 
all present of the United States 
moral and material support of 
the pact.” 

U. S. Actions Outlined. 


His statement outlined Unit- 
ed States actions and positions

1. Membership in the pact’s 
economic committee. 

2. Establishment by the Unit- 
ed States of a military liaison 
office at the pact headquarters 
in Baghdad. 


3. Contribution to the costs 
of the permanent general sec- 
retariat no being organized. 

4. Appointment of a United 
States member to the pact’s 
counter-subversive committee.

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
April 19 (AP)—United Nations 
secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskiold announced today 
that Egypt and Israel have 
agreed to an unconditional 
cease-fire on their borders... ef- 
fective at 6 o'clock last night 
“and from that time on.” 

The announcement came out 
through headquarters of the 
U.N, Palestine truce commis- 
sion almost 24 hours after the 
agreed deadline for an end to 
the hostilities such as those 
which flared dangerously two 
weeks ago. The hour, 6 p.m., is 
10 a.m. St. Louis time 

The announcement of the 
agreement was issued simul- 
taneously in Cairo, Jerusalem 
and the U. N. headquarters in 
New York 

Border Provision. 

“At the request of the Sec 

retary General of the United 


Nations,” it said, “the govern 
ments of Israel and Egypt have 
notified him that as of 6 p.m., 
18 April, and from that time 
on, orders are in force to the 
effect that, in implementation 
of assurances to observe Article 


2, Paragraph 2, of the (sraeli- 
Egyptian) armistice agreement. 
no military or paramilitary 
forces, including non-regular 
forces, may shoot across the 
demarcation line or pass over 
that line for any purpose what 
soever.” 

That article of the armistice 
agreement Says 

No element of the land. sea 
or air military or paramilitary 
forces of either party, including 
non-regular forces. shall com- 
mit any warlike or hostile. act 
against the military or para-

' Investigations began today in 
the failure of water pressure in 
the southeastern section of East | 
St. Louis which resulted yester- 
day in the destruction by fire of 
St. Philip’s Catholic Church and | 


convent. The loss was esti- | 
mated at $75,000 by firemen. 
| Fire Commissioner 
Lehman told the Post- Dispatch 
he would begin an official in- 
quiry immediately, after con- 
ferring with Fire Chief Gerald 
Fallan. S. C. Casteel, manager 
of the East St. Louis and In- 
terurban Water Co., which sup- 
plies East St. Louis, Belleville 
and other East Side commun- 
ities, said the company also 
would launch an investigation, 

Chief Fallan reported that 
firemen were helpless as flames 
raged through the 65-year-old 
| church and spread to the con- 
vent of the School Sisters of 
| Notre Dame. When the first 
firemen reached the scene at 
| 3:22 p.m., the flames were con- 
‘fined to the furnace room in 
the church basement, they re- 
ported. 

‘Only a Trickle.’ 

Assistant Chief William J. 
Eckells, in charge of the-first 
| detachment, 
| attached to a fire plug in front 
‘of the church gave “only a 
trickle.” 
| “If there had been normal 
| pressure we would have had 
the fire licked in the base- 
ment,” Eckells told reporters. 

Flames, feeding on seasoned 
timbers, swept through the floor 
and to the roof. The spire and 
belfry, aglow with fire, crashed 
to the lawn in a huge shower of 
embers. 
| Meanwhile, the Rev. John T. 
Fournie, pastor, removed sacred 
vessels and vestments from the 
altar and sacristy. Older boys 
from the school assisted in 
carrying files and records from 
the office in the pastor's resi- 
dence, which was threatened.

| The 650 children in the school 
had been dismissed a few min- 
/utes before the fire was dis- 


| covered by a housekeeper work- | 


ing in the church basement. 
The school, a modern building, 
was not harmed. 

Nine nuns, who conduct the 
school, succeeded in _ saving 
| clothing and other articles from 
their convent before the roof 
collapsed. The nuns moved 
temporarily to Notre Dame 
Academy in Belleville. 

8-Block Line Laid. 

After pressure failed in the 
vicinity of the fire, Chief Fal- 
lan directed the laying of a line 
to a high pressure main eight 
blocks away. Because of the 
_distance, it was necessary to 
place a pumper near the cen- 
ter of the long line. 

These emergency measures 
were too late to save the 
church. Only portions of the 
walls were standing after the 


flames were finally  extin- 
guished. A brisk wind fanned 
the fire. 


Chief Fallan said the eight- 
inch water mains in the area of 
the fire are inadequate, due to 
the residential expansion in 
that section of the city. He 
cited Loisel Village, a subdivi- 
sion near the church, as an ex- 
ample of the rapid growth. The 
chief said a 24-inch main along 
U.S. Highway 50 leading from a 
French 
Village has no connections into 
ithe church area. 

Casteel said a flow test would 

be made to determine if a 
break in an eight-inch main 
near Seventieth and State 
streets caused the low pressure. 

He said the break occurred 

before, or during the fire. 

St. Philip's, established in 

1841, is the oldest Catholic par- 


ish in East St. Louis. The 
church, at 8200 Church lane, 
‘Was ouilt in 1891. The two- 


and-one-half-story convent was 
erected later.

lic institutions, lost $9200 in 
Savings yesterday in a varia- 


tion of an old swindle known as 
the “pigeon drop,’ she re- 


Hill said she was ap- 
‘proached by two women in a 
jrest room at Stix, Baer & Ful- 
ler, downtown department store 
One of the women told her 
‘the other woman, a Negro, had 
found $30,000 which 
had claimed. They 
let Miss Hill share in the $30,- 
000, she said, if she would put 
up a large amount of cash to 
show ‘good faith.” 

Convinced by the persuasive 
swindlers, Miss Hill then with- 
drew 10 Series E Government 
bonds, with a face value of 
$1000 each, from her safe de- 
posit box at the Mercantile 
Trust Co., and cashed them for 
$9200. She handed the money 
to one of the swindlers who 
then disappeared, she said. 
| Miss Hill, who lives at 
Waterman boulevard, 
white woman swindler, who was 
well dressed and personable, 
struck up a conversation with 
her, telling her a story of fam- 
ily troubles and of having a 
crippled child. 

Story of Finding Money. 

The woman then “revealed” 
she knew of a Négro woman 
who had found a large amount 
of money. The loser apparently 
was a law violator, the swindler 
said, and therefore could not 
claim it. 

At this point the Negro wom- 
an entered the rest room and 
“verified” the first woman's 
story. She readily agreed to let 
Miss Hill share in the find if

she could produce the “good 
faith” money. 
The white swindler accom- 


panied Miss Hill to Mercantile. 
John Sanders, a teller, ques- 
tioned Miss Hill closely about 
cashing the bonds. When she 
insisted he cash them, Sanders 
called Henry Orlick, a vice pres- 
ident in charge of tellers, into 
the conversation. 

Orlick said Miss Hill refused 
to tell him why she wanted the 
money. When he asked if she 
was taking it to her broker. 
whose office is near the bank, 
she replied in the affirmative. 
He then insisted on sending a 
bank messenger to accompany 
here. 

At this point the swindler, 
who was standing at Miss Hill's 
elbow, broke into the conversa- 
tion 

“We appreciate your inter- 
est,” she told Orlick, “but I'm 
an old friend of Miss Hill’s and 
we know what we're going to 
do with the money.” 

Swindler Fails to Return. 

The teller then handed Miss 
Hill the cash and she and the 
swindler left the bank. Miss 
Hill said she gave the money 
to the swindler after they re- 
turned to Stix, Baer & Fuller. 
The swindler excused herself. 
saying she would return as soon 
as the Negro Woman had di- 
vided the $30,000 

Miss Hill waited for some 
time, then became alarmed and 
notified a policeman of what 
had occurred.

CALLED FACTOR IN 
SCIENTIST DEARTH 


WASHINGTON, April 19 
(AP)—R. Adm, H. G. Rickover, 
developer of the Navy's first 
atom-powered submarine, told 
Congress yesterday that “inef- 
ficient teaching” in high school 
may be contributing to the 


shortage of scientists and engi- 


neers 
Rickover indicated that he 
_does not believe the situation 


would: be solved just by increas- 
ing the salaries of high school 
science teachers ; 

“Teachers get about the sal- 
aries they deserve,” he told a 
subcommittee of the Senate- 
House committee on atomic en- 
ergy.

“IT would be in no quandary,’

Both suits named the United 
States as defendant. The suits 
named Cutter Laboratories of 
Berkeley, Calif., as the source 
of the vaccine, but the firm was 
not named as a defendant.

He 
subsequently refused to taik. 

Leider, a frail-looking man 
in his 60s, was led from the 
hearing room and seated in 
the corridor outside. A nurse 
gave him smelling salts and 
took him in a wheel chair to 
the Senate Office Building first 
Aid Room.

bladder operation and “has a 
heart condition.” 

Leider invoked.the Fifth

KRAVITZ CALLED 
FOR QUESTIONING

WASHINGTON, April 19 — 
Herman Kravitz, New York 
and New Jersey garment 
manufacturer, was Scheduled to 
appear before a Senate com-

Bribery Evidence Sought. 

The committee is attempting 
to determine, McClellan said, 
whether the bonds were used 
for gifts to government pro- 
curement personnel, which 
might constitute bribes for 


favors in contract-letting for | Be 


uniforms. 

Abrams testified before the 
committee yesterday but re- 
fused to say whether he had 
any part in the purchase of the 
bonds or, if he did, why the 
securities were bought. 

Gregory Harrington, a New 
York broker, told the sdbcom- 
mittee last week that Abrams 
had bought ,about $3,000,000 
worth of bonds in his own 
name and about $3,000,000 
more in 23? other names. The 
committee has determined that 
most of, the 27 names were fic- 
titious. 

Abrams invoked the Fifth 
Amendment privilege against 
self-incriminating testimony in 
refusing to discuss the purport- | 
ed purchases. He testified, how- 
ever, in response to questions, 
that he had never given any 
bonds to government personnel. | 

He declined, at the same 
time, to say whether he had 
given other presents or gratu- | 
ities to procurement personne] | 
handling uniform contracts. 

Fifth Amendment Invoked. 

Earlier, Murray Herman and 
Harold Hyman, both of Long 
Island, N. Y., former associates 
of Kravitz and Abrams, also | 
invoked the Fifth Amendment 
in refusing to answer questions 
about uniform deals. 

Herman, Hyman and Abrams | 
all are under indictment in New | 
York for alleged misappropria- | 
tion of Government-owned uni- 
form cloth and for filing al- 
legedly false reports with the 
Government.

I am sure we 
can benefit from any advice 
and recommendatiens they may 
make to us.” 


Farris said he wad his staff 
would be glad to advise and‘ 
assist county officials in any 
way possible. Farris, who was 
deputy director of the federal 
slum clearance and urban re- 
development program before 
coming here in 1953, gave sjm- 
ilar assistance in recent months 
to sponsors of redevelopment 
agencies in East St. Louis and 
Kinloch. 

Matthews said there appeared 
to be considerable interest in 
the proposed agency to under- 
take rehabilitation of the coun- 
ty’s slum and blighted areas, 
pointing out he had received a 
number of letters from _  in- 
dividuals and organizations. 
Formation of such an agency 
has been recommended by the 
current county grand jury. 

A delegation from Elmwood 
Park, Negro community north 
of Olivette which has been 
designated as a blighted area, 
appeared before the council yes- 
terday to go on record as fa- 
voring rehabilitation but against 
eviction from their homes 

William R. Hirsch, attorney 
for the group, told the council 
they were concerned particu- 
larly over suggestions that some 
blighted housing areas be con- 
verted to industrial sites. Elm- 
wood Park is adjacent to tracks 
of the Rock Island and Terminal!

AMMONIA PLANT WRECKED | 
IN $3,000,000 EXPLOSION 


MARCUS HOOK, Pa., April 
19 (AP)—A thunderous blast 
minutes after midnight wrecked 
the Sun Oil Co.’s new ammonia 
plant at its Marcus: Hook refin- 
ery early today, injuring eight 
persons and causing damages 
estimated at $3,000,000. 

The blast shot flames 200 
feet into the air. Shock waves 
were felt within a radius of 
20 miles. 

Four buildings, a 75-foot all- 
stecl structure and other units 
on the plant site of about three 
arches, were ripped apart by 
the shattering explosion. Debris 
was scattered wildly and some 
pieces of metal 10 to 20 feet 
long were hurled 100 feet away. 

The main refinery was un- 
damaged and operations there 
continued normal today.

Sifting the List of 45 

The party ward organizations have begun to 
take a close look at the list of 45 freeholder 
candidates, and that is not a bad example for 
everyone else in St. Louis. The people have 
quite a stake in the outcome of the May 8 spe- 
cial election. | If they neglect their civic home- 
work they will be playing directly into the 
hands of the precinct professionals. 

The pros won't be voting blindly. That has 
been made clear by no less an authority than 
John J. Dwyer, chairman of the Democratic 
City Committee. He says his own Fourth Ward 
group will back a full slate of 13 candidates. 
He is not sure whether the city committee also 
will name a slate. He is inclined to think, 
though, that “most of the committee members 
will pick their own slates in their own wards on 
an individual basis.” 

On the surface this looks as if the people are 
not going to be faced with a solid phalanx of 
precinct captains peddling the same sample bal- 
lot throughout the city. But appearances some- 
times are deceiving, and we suspect they may 
be very much so in this case. The Democratic 
City Committee alone or in combination with 
co-operative elements of the Republican organi- 
zation—this will be a “nonpartisan” election— 
needs to elect only seven of the 13 freeholders 
to be in position to dictate the terms of the 
new charter. 

That fact will permit the committee to make 
use of an ancient and effective selling device, 
the “loss leader.” The individual committeeman 
can offer several neighborhood names to dress 
up and localize the basic city-wide slate. If one 
or two of these are elected, so much the better; 
although this is hardly likely since they will 
tend to kill each other off. The main objective 
will be to elect a slate of seven. 

Does this possibility foreshadow a victory for 
the ward groups? Of course not, They have a 
fight on their hands. For one thing the 13 can- 
didates supported by the citizens committee 
and backed by Mayor Tucker are likely to com- 
mend themselves to a substantial segment of the 
community. Citizens actively interested in 
obtaining a thorough and competent study of 
a new charter by qualified freeholders may 
decide that the best way to counter the tactics 
of the political pros (who have something else 
in mind) is to go all-out for a city-wide slate 
of 13. 

The citizens’ slate enjoys balance, integrity 
and more than a little civic experience. In 
Former City Counselor George L. Stemmler, for 
example, it offers a direct link to the 1950 free- 
holders. Others on this slate whose names have 
been associated with community achievement 
include C. B. Broussard, former Republiean 
Alderman Mel H. Krah, Mrs. Conrad Sommer 
and William A. Webb. 

There is no doubt that the citizens’ slate is 
composed of fine people. But we find it diffi- 
cult to indorse the amusing notion advanced in 
some quarters that all other candidates should 
withdraw so the election could in effect be 
dispensed with. Many of the 32 other candi- 
dates have excellent records, and they have a 
right to expect that the voters will at least 
examine their qualifictions. 

Let's hold the election. And let's elect the 
13 freeholders who promise, as a group, to do 
the best charter-writing job for the city as 
a whole. 
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The Perfect Answer 

The downtown plaza area is one place among 
the tall buildings which spring should touch 
with green, and thfs year there is not enough 
green. Pedestrians have frustrated the city’s 
efforts to grow grass. But the Park Department 
is providing a logical answer in the form of 
crosswalks. 

This is logical because there is a logical, 
almost inevitable pattern to the movement of 
feet across the blocks of the plaza. It is the 
pattern of the shortest distance between two 
points. It is the pattern of the shortcut. And 
Park Commissioner Palmer B. Baumes con- 
cedes that it would be folly to oppose man’s 
natural inclination with keep-off-the-grass signs. 
Therefore bulldozers are moving and 
gracefully-curving cement walks with neat bor- 
ders of cobblestones will cross the two blocks 
south and west of the Missouri Pacific building. 

Mr. Baumes and his associates deserve com- 
mendation. They could have planted more 
grass seed, or planted signs, and it would have 
done no good. Instead, they have found a skill- 
ful compromise. Hurried pedestrians can use 
the new walks, and save the grass for others. 
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As the Political Din Mounts 

President Eisenhower opened his campaign, 
with a political speech before Republican party 
workers, on a distinctly high plane. He engaged 
in no mud-slinging, exaggeration or distortion. 
He not only did not attack Democrats, but 
praised their loyalty and invited them into the 
fold. The moderation and sobriety of his tone 
makes one wonder why all political debate can- 
not be conducted as calmly and temperately. 

Unfortunately the tradition in politics is to 
work both sides of the street. While Mr. Eisen- 
hower takes the line of dignity and decorum, 
G.O.P. Chairman Leonard Hall, for example, 
does the dirty work. Mr. Hall recently de- 
nounced Former President Truman as “a dis- 
gruntied, jealous man” who had “allowed” 
Russia to overrun Eastern Europe, “invited” a 
Red attack on Korea, and “betrayed” China. 

It must be admitted that Mr. Truman's own 
style has a certain provocative quality. His 
Des Moines speech was typical. In it he accused 
the President of “political betrayal” of the 
farmer and of “messing up everything except 
General Motors, big business and the stock 
market gamblers.” This speech so infuriated 
the Iowa Republican chairman, Don Pierson, 
that he flung back that the former President 
had “abused the privilege of being a political 
charlatan.” 

Senator Kefauver, in one of his rare personal 
attacks on the President, recently made the silly 
suggestion that Gen. Gruenther had probably 
retired from NATO out of pique with Mr. 
Eisenhower (one of his closest friends) for fail- 
ing to build NATO “more affirmatively.” Gov. 
Harriman accused the President of “serving 
the purposes of Khrushchev” by sitting down 
to confer with the Soviet leaders at Geneva. 

No man did more to raise the level of political 
debate in 1952 than Adlai E. Stevenson, yet 
today, as he competes in the party arena for 
renomination, he gets off the high plane at 
times, as with his vacuous remark that “it takes 
more than golf scores to inspire peoples with a 
common will to struggle for a better, safer 
world.” 

And then. there is Vice President Nixon, the 
G.O.P. equivalent of Mr. Truman. He recently 
stamped the Supreme Court with a G.O.P. party 
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Does it have to be excessive, intemperate, ‘irra- 
tional, over-simplified and distorted? We should 
like to think not. We should like to see a 
politically mature America behave in politics 
the way mature adults ought to behave. 
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School Aid Action Ahead? 

Some signs appear that the legislative log jam 
in Congress is beginning to break up. Speaker 
Sam Rayburn is reported to have told proponents 
that the school-aid bill will clear the House 
Rules Committee within “a few weeks.” 

If Speaker Rayburn is right, that is good news 
indeed. Legislation to authorize federal grants 
for school construction should have the highest 
priority at this session. Unless it is passed now, 
precious time will be lost in meeting what in 
many areas is already an acute need for new 
schools. 

The school aid bill was approved by the House 
Education and Labor Committee as long ago as 
last July. Since then, President Eisenhower 
has made his own request for a somewhat 
smaller program. But the Rules Committee has 
bottled up the bill ever since January, while a 
dispute has raged over the proposal to attach a 
rider withholding the grant of federal funds to 
school districts until they have fully complied 
with the Supreme Court decision against racial 
segregation. 

Perhaps the only way to settle this dispute 
now is to bring the bill out and vote on it. We 
strongly hope that a majority of House members 
will see the tragic error of attaching a segrega- 
tion rider, and vote against it, while supporting 
federal aid to schools in all states. 

The Supreme Court has wisely ‘retained for 
itself jurisdiction over the,terms and pace of 
compliance with the segregation decision. Fed- 
eral aid should be voted by Congress without 
strings, in confidence that the Court will justly 
determine when and where those funds can be 
legally used. If the final decision were that 
they could not be used to support segregrated 
schools, as we expect, it would be much better 
for that decision to be made by the Court on 
legal grounds than by Congress on political 
grounds. 

But the first need is to get the bill on the 
floor so that a vote can be had. Chairman 
Howard W. Smith of Virginia, chairman of the 
Rules Committee, Speaker Rayburn and other 
Democratic leaders in the House will bear the 
responsibility if the bill continues to be bot- 
tled up. 
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Odd Delays on Riverfront 


There is something odd about the way the 
federal appropriation for the national monu- 
ment on the St. Louis riverfront is being pushed 
from pillar to post and back again. The latest 
snag has developed in the Senate-House confer- 
ence committee which is considering the supple- 
mentary appropriation bill in which this item 
is included. 

Since the committee is meeting behind closed 
doors, there is nothing official to report as yet. 
It was authoritatively learned, however, that the 
group had decided the other day to approve ex- 
penditure of $2,640,000, instead of the $3,000,000 
originally approved by House members. Now the 
word is that the St. Louis item will have to wait 
until all other items have been considered. Why? 

Congress has readily voted larger sums, and 
voted them for purposes less readily justified. 
After all, St. Louis did its share by clearing 40 
blocks of property off its tax books almost 20 
years ago and by voting a substantial bond issue. 
The city was patient, too, in not pressing for 
completion of the riverfront park until a federal 
balanced budget was achieved. For all this it has 
been left with an eyesore all these years. 

Does Congress mean to let the matter stand 
this way for still more years? Does it intend to 
block even a start on the memorial to Jefferson's 
purchase of the Louisiana Territory and the ex- 
plorers and settlers of that territory, so many of 

whom started their westward trek from the 
riverfront? 

If not, just what is the delay all about? 
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Cramming as the Navy Does It 

Robert Montgomery, television producer and 
actor who also happens to be President Eisen- 
hower'’s TV coach, is in the clear on that promo- 
tion he got last February to captain in the Naval 
Reserves. Albert Pratt, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy in charge of personnel and reserve 
forces, has investigated and reported to Chair- 
man Vinson of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee that the promotion was duly earned. 

Usually reservists are hard put to earn their 
24 to 48 points annually by attending drills and 
taking correspondence courses in order to win 
promotion. According to Navy Bureau of Per- 
sonnel, Mr. Montgomery passed seven difficult 
correspondence courses in approximately a week 
and earned his necessary 120 points for promo- 
tion to captain. This was certainly no mean feat. 
But it resulted in too much amazement and con- 
jecture over just how Mr. Montgomery was able 
to achieve such a record. 

The Navy explains that OP 91, which is short 
for Operations 91, played a hand in the promo- 
tion. OP 91, so The Chicago Tribune reports, is a 
Pentagon office that deals with Naval Reserve 
affairs and is always ready to coach Reserve of- 
ficers who find some correspondence course is 
a tough one. It has helped Vice President Nixon 
and others in the Very Important Person cate- 
gory.

In fact OP 91 might 
well play a part in higher education in gen- 
eral by getting out a pamphlet entitled some- 
thing like: “OP 91's Concise Guide for Cram- 
ming All Those in Need of Tutoring.” 
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Justice in Birmingham 

A city judge in Birmingham, Ala., has sen- 
tenced four men to six months in jail and $100 
fines for their part in the attack on Nat King 
Cole, the singer. This was the maximum sen- 
tence possible under the misdemeanor charge. 
It shows how Judge Ralph E. Parker felt about 
the racially-inspired attack, and no doubt many 
other Alabama citizens agree with him. 

But a stricter test of public sentiment js still 
to come. In all, six men connected with the 
white-supremacy Citizens’ Councils were in- 
volved in the attack at a segregated concert. 
Two remain to be tried on the more serious 
charge of assault with intent to murder. They 
will be tried by jury, which means by local 
citizens. 

The nation has unhappily noted that local 
juries in the Deep South sometimes look the 
other way from justice when racial incidents 
are before them. Hence the trials still to come

The Primaries vs. the Polls

Illinois primary showed less Republican strength and less 
Eisenhower popularity than. private opinion polls, observer 
notes; primaries elsewhere do not prove rising Democratic tide, 
but do fail to bear out those overwhelming poll figures.

In the 1952 Illinois primary the Re- 
publicans obtained 68 per cent of the 
total vote cast, compared with 32 per 
cent for the Democrats. 


In the 1952 presidential election in 
Illinois Dwight D. Eisenhower obtained 
54.9 per cent of the vote and Adlai E. 
Stevenson obtained 45.1 per cent. 


In the latest primary election in IIli- 
nois the Republicans obtained a little 
more than 50 per cent of the total vote 
cast and the Democrats a little less 
(final totals are not in at this writing). 
And in Cook county Mr. Steven- 
son ran well ahead 
of Mr. Eisenhower. 

One primary 
doesn’t prove any- 
thing, as political 
history in the 
United States has 
demonstrated so 
often. 

But two things 
about this latest 
primary are of ex- 
treme interest to 
politicians. 

One is that Estes 
Kefauver did not 
secure the 10 per 
cent of write-ins 
which his supporters had hoped for. 
This may have been small comfort to 
Stevensonians, but it was of comfort 
and it put him back in what one Demo- 
cratic politician described as a “con- 
valescent condition” after his misfor- 
tune in Minnesota. 


Second, the Stevenson vote ran be- 
hind the Eisenhower vote, but by noth- 
ing like the proportions which public- 
opinion polls have been leading most 
people to expect whenever Mr. Eisen- 
hower is pitted against any potential 
Democratic candidate. 


There are probably many explana- 
tions of this second phenomenon, but 
there are some things about the politi- 
cal pattern in the United States which 
continue to be puzzling, and this is an- 
other one for the list. 

For example, since 1952 the Demo- 
erats have: 

1. Taken nine governorships and lost 
none. 


2. Won some 500 state legislature 
seats and lost five. 

3. Won both. houses of Congress in a 
period of booming prosperity, whereas 
Herbert Hoover held both at his mid- 
term election in spite of the fact that 
the country was in the depths of the 
depression. 

4. Won eight out of nine special con- 
gressionalt elections. 


5. Won many cities, including the 
surprising 1955 upset in the control of 
Indiana’s main cities, an event which

never has been explained adequately. 
The most surprising thing about these 
election results is that the Democratic 
party which won them possesses no 
single acknowledged leader, is riven by 
deep internal rivalries and divisions, 
has no national set of policies, and has 
had most of its stock of old issues 
preempted by the Republicans. 

Yet when it has gone to the polls 
locally it has done better than would 
be expected in a country which is 
booming with prosperity, is at peace, 
and is led by a President as undoubt- 
edly popular as is Mr. Eisenhower. 

There is no millstone on the Repub- 
lican party’s neck today such as it had 
to carry into Herbert Hoover’s mid- 
term election of 1930 after the depres- 
sion broke. And Mr. Hoover was not a 
popular President as Mr. Eisenhower is. 

Yet it is a puzzling fact that the 
Hoover Republicans of 1930 did better 
than the Eisenhower Republicans of 
1954. And now Adlai Stevenson, by no 
means a popular figure comparable to 
Mr. Eisenhower, comes fairly close to 
the Eisenhower vote in the Illinois 
primaries. 

There are some facts about the Mil- 
waukee vote in the Wisconsin primary 
which perhaps need a second look in 
the light of the Cook county vote in 
Illinois. 

There was a general assumption after 
the Wisconsin vote that the Democrats 
had lost ground in the city vote in 
Milwaukee and the Republicans had 
gained. 

But .a re-examination of the Milwau- 
kee vote shows that the Republicans 
took 67.3 per cent of the primary vote 
in 1952 compared with 56.8 per cent 
this time. 

And if one looks at two wards which 
could be particularly meaningful as to 
labor and Negro votes, the following 
comparison emerges: 

The Milwaukee Twelfth Ward is in- 
dustrial. Republicans took 44.8 per cent 
of the primary vote there in the 1952 
primary. They~took 40.6 per cent this 
time. 


The Milwaukee Sixth Ward is heavily 
Negro. The Republicans took 49.3 per 
cent in the 1952 primary, and 42.9 per 
cent this time. 


None of this proves for a moment 
fhat the Democratic party is enjoying 
a rising political tide in spite of Eisen- 
hower popularity, peace, and prosperity. 
Each item in it does raise questions 
which have yet to be answered satis- 
factorily. 

There is something puzzling about 
the voting pattern. It doesn’t fit entire- 
ly with the polls of Eisenhower versus 
Stevenson or Kefauver popularity. 

The voting fails to show the over- 
whelming Eisenhower strength which 
the opinion polls show.

(Putnam, 317 pgs., $3.95.) 
Agnes Boussardel, the central f 
in this story, shares the sophisticated 
viewpoint of young French women that 
was so clearly established by Francoise 
Sagan, and like “Bonjour Tristesse,” 
this novel was also a phenomenal best- 
seller on the Continent. According to 
the publisher’s message on the dust 
wrapper it went into no less than 250 
printings of the original French edition. 


Done in the sparse, contemporary 
French style, it is featherweight fiction 
enriched with the usual Gallic preoccu- 
pation with human motives and marked 
with a canny appreciation of Americans 
and the American Scene. The author 
lives in Paris but came to know the 
ways of this country rather well during 
several years spent on the faculty of the 
University of California. 

Mile. Boussardel is a student in Ber- 
keley, California, when she meets Nor- 
man Kellog, an ar- 
chitectural student, 
at a sorority dance. 
Back home in 
France she had 
dreamed of the 
emotionless “flat 
level of life in 
America” but soon 
she and Kellog are 
living together in 
the San Bernardino 
mountains of South- 
ern California, 
When Agnes de- 
scribes how ghe 
tired of her affair 
with Kellog be- 
cause of something lacking, it is sort 
of an indictment of all American males 
everywhere and the reader may well 
agree. Returning to Paris, she is caught 
in the toils of that complex social knot 
that is the French family where all 


the relatives struggle to manage each 
others’ lives. 


She finds herself drawn to her cousin 
Xavier who has just returned from 
Switzerland after some years spent 
there as an invalid. He is one of those 
weak innocents who usually appear in 
novels by Mauriac. Norman Kellog 
turns up in Paris on a brief visit to 
look at old French buildings, and not 
long after he has returned to America, 
— finds she is going to have a 
child. 


It is Xavier, again in the Mauriac tra- 
dition of the naive one who conquers 
all, who offers to marry her. Their 
calm, married idyll on an island in the 
Mediterranean seems to hold every 
promise of happiness for them until the 
machinations of the Boussardel family 
twist it into a tragedy. 

Conventional commentaries on the 
gulf between life in France and life in 
America emerge here and there 
throughout the narrative, as for example 
when Agnes returns to Paris and is 
asked if the things one hears about 
America are true—‘“that the women’s 
clubs are so powerful . . . honestly?” 


But even if Norman Kellog’s inept 
relations with Agnes remain a slur on 
American manhood, the author does 
acknowledge that American pharma- 
ceuticals, such as aspirin and sunburn 
creams, are without peer. 

Unfortunately, “The Spoiled Chil- 
dren” is not the equal of the best-sell- 


ing fiction being written in America 
today, either.

The town, Weary River, has no purpose for existing 
except as a waypoint for the stagecoach—and, with a 
railroad creeping across the prairies, the stagecoach 
is obviously not long for this world and neither is the 
town. Says the narrator, Boris Karloff, who is a com- 
bination philosopher, doctor and bartender: 

“Our country’s history is simply told:

When the play ends, the stage is piled with corpses— 
the sheriff, his daughter, and the stranger.

ALL THIS IS a tall order to put in a Western with 
its traditional scenes, the jail, the barroom, the dusty 
street, but it was all marvelously convincing and taut, 
the blank verse spilling out of the mouths of the bar- 
room idlers as readily as if they spoke that way all 
their lives.

Just Don't Use Too Much Water—Here's a Tasty Casserole Recipe 


By Hoyt Alden 


T’S not the simplest thing in 
| the world to cook a tender 

juicy chicken in a pot or cas- 
serole, despite the way a lot of 
people go about it. The first 
rule is to beware of too much 
water. Some people think all 
you have to do is stick a chick- 
en in the pot, fill the pot with 
water and leave it alone. 

Too much liquid, it should be 
borne in mind, will make a 
chicken tough and stringy. So 
it should be cooked in as little 
water as possible. Another rule 
is not to leave it lying in the 
pot, soaking up water, after it’s 
done. 

A nice hen, cooked in a small 
amount of water, will give off 
enough fat to give the chicken 
a fine flavor and produce an 
excellent broth. 

A good way to cook a chicken 
in a pot, to my notion, is like 
this: Cook a hen in a pot with 
a small amount of water’ until 
it is tender and then remove 
the meat from the bones. Out 
the meat in fairly large piece 
and arrange it in a , 
along with half a cup of the 
stock it was cooked in. 

Make a sauce by slicing a 
bunch of green onions, includ- 
ing the tender green leaves and 
cooking them with a half pound 
of chopped chicken livers in 
three tablespoons of chicken 
fat until they're tender.

Healthy Habits 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


AD habits ultimately catch up to us: Considering the 
P protiem from the viewpoint of good health, isn’t it too 

bad that a poor habit doesn’t set off an inner alarm, 
warning us immediately of danger? Too bad that we must 
continue to muddle along 
until, at last, the body re- 
bels. 

I have just finished 
reading in “Diseases of the 
Heart,” by Sir Thomas 
Lewis, famous British car- 
diologist, his dissertation 
on healthy habits. He pre- 
sents a blueprint for living 
that is as applicable now 
as it was years ago when 
he first wrote it.

DR. STEINCROHN HE SAYS: “Experi- 
ence has led us to recognize healthy habits of living. Very 
prudent people live quietly and moderately; they have 
their simple daily routine of work and pastime, enlivened 
by occasional excursions and entertainments, social gather- 
ings and visits to and from their friends. | 

“They are temperate in their eating, taking no more 
than will maintain them in robust health, arranging their 
diet to consist chiefly of plain good food, relieved occa- 
sionally of its monotony by a more elaborate, but not 
heavy meal. | 

“They are regular in their habits of work and exercise, 
and‘ in their meal times. They are strictly temperate in 
their drinking. They control their emotions and their pas- 
sions. They avoid all forms of excess, They use tobacco 
little if at all. 

“They welcome the freshness of abundant air and open 
spaces, delighting in the feelings of invigoration that accom- 
pany active exercise; they love the warmth®of sunlight 
playing on their skins, and the sleepiness of healthy fatigue. 

“These are habits that few people in industrial coun- 
tries now adopt, that fewer still maintain. 

“The cares and distractions of an increasingly complex 
life, indoor or sedentary occupation, advancing years and 
decreasing energy, interfere less or more, and the prudent 
rules are neglected; neglect ig the easier because the penal- 
ties, owing to the body's great power of resistance against 
disease, are uncertain in their incidence and often long 
deferred. 

“Healthy habits would become more prevalent if the 
consequences of their neglect were more immediate and 
invariable.”

MOST PEOPLE know what does or doesn't “agree” 
with them. Bad habits are not sly devils who, as if from 
ambush, suddenly pounce upon us and make us ill. Usually, 
they make their assaults in the open. The intended victim 
knows he is in danger. We hear it from patients every day. 

For example a woman with heartburn says: “I know 
what brought it on. Too much coffee. Whenever I take 
over 10 cups of coffee a day,,1 know I'll suffer!” 

Patients often come to the doctor already knowing 
what’s best for them. In obtaining their habit-patterns, 
doctors are net surprised to hear patients say: “I'm too 
fat—I should reduce” or “I smoke too much for my own 
good. I'd better give it up” or “I drink too much. It will 
ruin me if I don’t let up.” 
to the expense of getting a doctor to agree with you? It's 
more sensible to drop his fee in your children's piggy-bank. 
Once the bad habit is recognized, you—and you alone— 
are the only one who faces the job of ovagcoming it.

“Yet be- 
cause I went through such dif- 
ficulties myself and because I 
saw sO many miracles occur to 
help my own escape, I believe 
it is possible that the youngest 
daughter of Czar Nicholas could 
have escaped alive after the 
revolutionists had machine- 
gunned her family. 

“I am not saying I believe 
that the woman living in Ger- 
many now and claiming to be 
Anastasia is or isn’t she, but it 
could have happened that way. 
I remember during the revolu- 
tion seeing many people exe- 
cuted. Sometimes the soldiers 
would be so drunk they couldn't 
shoot straight. You often saw 
people craw] away after they 
left.” 

The Moscow-born actress re- 
fuses to discuss the grim details 
of her own flight to freedom 
other than to say it took a 
month for one segment of the 
journey which in normal times 
required three days. It was in 
1921, several years after the 
overthrow of the Czarist re- 
gime, that she decided to make 
the escape attempt. Two mem- 
bers of her family had been 
killed and the théater for which 
she was training had been 
trampled by the revolutionists.

QC): HUNDRED THOUSAND books, ranging from best 


sellers to handsomely bound library sets, are stacked to 

the ceiling in the basement of the Abraham Lowenhaupt 
home, 5077 Westminster place, for seven years a storage 
plant for the Book Fair. 
By next Monday those 
same books will be neatly 
arranged on tables and 
shelves in Leon Harrison 
Hall, the House Next Door 
to Temple Israel, 5017 
Washington avenue, and 
on estimated 200 readers 
will be lined up waiting 
for the doors to open at 
6 o'clock in the evening 
in order to get first choice 
of volumes. The sale Mon- 
day night will close at 11 
o'clock; on the next three days the time is from 11 o'clock 
in the morning until 10 at night. 


Each year the Book Fair is given for the benefit of the 
Nursery Foundation at 1916 North Euclid avenue, a United 
Fund agency, St. Louis's first inter-racial, non-sectarian day- 
care center for children. The average daily nursery attend- 
ance is 40, 


The Book Fair is conducted much like a supermarket. 
Purchasers use grocery carts (sometimes with babies aboard), 
select their wares and pay checkers at the exits. Book 
sources are both individuals and organizations. Books are 
picked up by volunteers throughout the year and sorted and 
priced by a hard-working committee. This year a new fea- 
ture, the United Nations booth, will contain volumes ob- 
tained from United Nations personalities who have auto- 
graphed them. Other sale items include rare volumes, chil- 
drews books, encyclopedias, text books, new books direct 
from publishers, and records and sheet music. Some of the 
books have been bought at previous fairs and redonated. 


Mrs. R. Joyce Portnoy is chairman of the sale, at which 
a snack bar will be set up for browsers. Members of the 
committee of 130 women tell amusing stories about past 
fairs, about people who arrive in the morning, stay for a 
snack and finally spend the day; about the man who acci- 
dentally bought a $20 book for a dime, and about the rush 
for cook books, Gietenarsee and Bibles, by far the most 
popular.
